PLENTY OF GOLD ON HAND 


Treasury Has a Larger Net Supply 
Than at Any ‘ime Since ’88. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—The net gold 
balance in the Treasury is larger to-day 
than it has been any time since December, 
1888. At the close of the day’s business yes- 
terday Treasurer Roberts said that it was 
271,189,661.49. The net balance in the Treas- 
ury is $72,631,342.92; the total cash balance is 
$273,771,011.41. 

“What is meant by the ‘net gold,’ tn the 
Treasury, explained the Treasurer, “ig the 
gold over and above the outstanding gold 
certificates. Not since the middle of De- 
cember, 1888, has there been such a large 
net gold balance. 

“Our receipts are larger than they have 
been for some time, and the indications are 
that they wiil grow. A considerable sum 
has been received from the sale of bonds, 
but the incoming gold from the Western 
mines and the Kiondike account partly 
for the heavy reserve. 

“I regard the present cond'tion of affairs 
as Very significant, inasmuch as it shows 
the atrength of the government. In March, 
1888, the net gold amounted: to $218,000,000. I 
have every reason to believe that in the 
near future the gold will mount higher than 
at any time in the history of the govern- 
ment. The conditions are all favorable for 
a full treasury.”’

She attempted 
to cut her throat Saturday, the seventh at- 
tempt she has made upon her life. 

At 10:39 o’clock Saturday morning Miss 
Hall was walking down Washington ave- 
nue with Mrs. M. E. Otto. 

As they passed along the south side of 
the street, between Sevententh and Eigh- 
tenth, Miss Hall suddenly leaped from the 
side of her companion. As she sprang away 
she drew a long, single-bladed knife from 
her pocket and madea slash at her throat. 
Mrs. Otto sprang upon the self-destruc- 
tionist and attempted to disanm her. The 
women struggled across the sidewalk, ex- 
erting theenselves to the utmost, the one 
seeking to free her arm and re€ach her 
throat with the blade and the other strug- 
giing to hold the suicide until somé one 
should come to her relief. 

Patrolman O’Connell happened to be near 
the scene, and rushing into the contest. he 
wrenched the Enife from Miss Hall's grasp 
and led her away. She was teken to tne 
City Hospital. 

Nefther of the women was dangerously 
hurt in the struggle. 

This is Miss Hall's first atteenpt to kill 
herself with anything but polson. She has 
taken morphine three times and laudanum 
three ticnes.

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DRUGGISTS IN. REVOLT. 


Ccnvention of Retailers Called to Pro- 
test Against Paying the Tax. 


The retail druggists have risen tn revolt 
against what they consider the injustice 
put upon them by the wholesalers and the 
manufacturers in forcing them to bear all 
the burden of the war revenue tax. 

A call has been issued by the Chicago 


Retail Drugegists’ Association for a Na- 
tional Convention at St. Louls on Oct, 17 
next. At this convention the retailers will 
formally take action looking to a readjust- 
ment of affairs, to the end that the burden 
of the tax may be divided between all par- 
ties interested. 

The retail druggists of St. Louis, who 
have an organization auxiliary to the Na- 
tional Association, have held a number 
of meetings from which has grown the 
movement for the convention. 

The situation will be made more inter- 
esting bv the fact that at the same 
time designated for the holding of the 
retailers convention in St. Louts the whole- 
salers and the manufacturers of proprietary 
medicines will hold conventions here.

Cowboy Hines Became a Millionaire, 
Gave Away $50C,000, Toured 
Mexico and ths Occidcnt 
and Now Is Dying of 
His FExcesses. 


Conn., Aug. 20.—Theé end WAKEFIELD, Neb., Aug. 20.—Applica- 


tion has been made in the District Court 
of this (Dixon) county for the appointment 
of a guardian for Leslie B. Hines, now on 
his deathbed here as a result of a three- 
years’ spree, in the course of which he dis- 
Sipated a fortune of nearly $3,000,000. 

Until the spring of 1895 Hines was a cow- 
boy in Cuming County. In the summer of 
1894 Israel Hines died at Butte, Mont., leav- 
ing an estate worth $3,000,000. At first it 
was thought he had no surviving relatives, 
but after nearly a year’s search the admin- 
istrator of his estate discovered that Leslie 
Bb. Hines of Cuming County, Nebraska, was 
his cousin and sole heir. Leslie had néver 
heard of hi€f wealthy cousin before, but he 
had no difficulty in proving his relationship, 
and the property passed at once into the 
young man’s hands. 

Hines’ first act was to present his “‘side 
partner,”” Bob Hicks, with $200,000. Then 
the two went on what was, perhaps, the 
rrandest celebration that the West has ever 

nown. Nothing was too good for them. 
Their first visit as to Chadron, Neb., 
where they literally threw their money 
about the streets. Several gamblers made 
sm@l fortunes during their fortnight’s stay 
in town. 

An entire hotel was chartered for their 
accommodation. Champagne, terrapin and 
pate de foi gras became cemmon articles 
of diet for the fitst time in the history of 
the village. The whole town was invited 
to the banquets, and for two weeks not 
one of the male population who could be 
induced to drink drew a sober breath. 

Then they hired a special car and took a 
party of friends with them to Deadwood. 
There the programme was repeated. After 
another week or two the private car car- 
ried them to the Pacifie Coast. Royalty 
never lived more sumptuously. Hicks’ 
stake Was soon exhausted, and Hines gave 
him $100,000 more. At San Francisco they 
were the reigning sensation for several 
months. A trip through Mexico followed. 

On their way back Hicks died at Her- 
mosillo, and Hines went his way aloge. 
He visited the Sandwich Islands, Japan 
and Australia, returned to San Francisco 
early in the winter of 1897, lived gorgeously 
for a time, and then, as his money began 
to run short and his creditors to press him, 
he returned to Cuming County. 

His health failed soon after his arrival 
here. He was completely broken by his 
long Sevause and his death is hourly ex- 
pected. 

Of his fortune probably not over $40,000 
or $50,000 remains.
